These bills cannot bo rushed through

lars or less. With a four billion dol- 
lar budget and a dcmajid for economy 
due to the widespread drain of **>« 
income tax law on the voter's pocket- 
book, appropriation bills must bo def- 
initely examined. 


There's a bigge.r problem, however, 


than the mere balancing of a budget 
this year. It's to find an extra $600,- 
000,000 to pay the deficit which has 
arisen for the fiscal year beginning 
next June. 
Additional taxes would

There is a disposition in some quarters 


lo belittle the conference hold in Wash- 
ington I'm- the organization of the ''pro- 
frrcssi\e bloc" in congress, but it is a mis- 
take to treat this incident lightly. 
The 


men who met in Washington may not all 
bo the soundest of leaders, but the mo- 
tives underlying the conference as a 
Avhoie are sincere and praiseworthy, and 
the men who gathered there have a pro- 
phetic YIMOU. 
We do not think it would 


be fair to say that in any sense they rep- 
resent destructive discontent. There may 
be exaggerated ideas as to our national 
shortcomings and some cases of over- 
wrought nerves, but the fact remains thai 
this mooting gave expression to the for- 
ward looking forces of the country. 
Many persons whom it in reality repre- 
sented will not now admit their sympa- 
thy with it. for the simple reason that 
the reactionaries term it a "radical" pro- 
test and they d<> not like to have their 
namo enrolled under this banner. Others 
•would disclaim their approval because of 
personal dislike of some of the nien who 
were prominent in its councils and dis- 
cussion. 


The majority of fhe American people. 


and this necessarily m^ans the plain. 
cvery-day people aro progressive. They 
aro uol radical .they are not revolution- 
ary. 
We. refer to the millions of farm- 


ers and what may be called tho nations' 
workers, t h a t is its laborers and tho great 
army 
which 
makes a 
modest 
living 


through personal effort, 
whether 
the 


skilled mechanic, 
the small merchant, 


the artisan or the professional man. This 
great element of our population is both 
stable and forward-looking. Jt is opposed 
politically and ooonomically to what may 
ho called the entrenehed interests and 
wealth of the United States. Wo use th<* 
word "entrenched." as meaning those in- 
torosts which receive certain privileges, 
immunities, or favors through govern- 
ment. 
\\"o do not moan woalfh nor big 


business as such. 
Tho hostility between 


1 li^se element.^, so far as the people at 
largo is concerned, is not fundamental 
but merely corrective. 
In othor words, 


the masses of the people want those pri- 
vileges and favors abolished, and justly 


For many years they have vibrator! bo- 


twoon the iwo principal political parties 
in tlv hope of securing legislation and 
execiiii\e and administrative government 
1hat Mould abolish privilege and bring to 
the people many rights and benefits of 
vhich they aro deprived. 
They have 


sought to have discriminations which we 
all know have favored the rich and pow- 
erful as against the poor and weak re- 
moved. It is the eternal conflict, the same 
conflict that has gone on in every nation; 
between the serfs and tho feudal barons 
in the medieval ages, between aristocracy 
and democracy in Great Britain, between 
the people of Russia and autocracy, be- 
tween the American colonies and Great 
Britain. 
It is all a matter ol degree, and 


because 
the 
discriminations 
in 
this 


country are relatively small docs not ef- 
face the fact that they exist. 


This great force of progress, the com- 


mon people of the United Htateg. has. had 
to depend upon one or the other of the 
eld parties for its manifestations. It has 
had to do this because it is more or less 
an inarticulate and unorganized 
force. 


The old parties have failed it. 
There 


have been exceptions, such as the notable 
progressive strides under the. Roosevelt 
and yilson administrations, but the ad- 
vance made has satisfied neither ihe as- 
pirations of the people nor their com- 
plaints. 
The time is near at hand when 


one or tiie other of the old parties must 
make good with the people, and it must 
be. relatively soon. 
The progressive bloc, 


just organi/.cd is riot a new party, bui it 


may bo easily become the nucleus and the 
origin of a new parly. 


When 
Mr. 
Untermeyer 
denounces 


l>atighorty and criticizes the president for 
his appointment, he voices a legitimate 
protest against that brand of politics, 
that kind of government, which betrays 
the people. 
Mr. Gompers is right in his 


demand that the growing usurpation of 
the judiciary must be stopped. Senator- 
elect Wheeler of Montana is right when 
he insists upon obtaining better credit fa- 
cilities for the farmer, and relief to him 
from adverse marketing and transporta- 
tion conditions. 
Governor Blaine of Wis- 


consin is right •when he demands that 
wealth pay its just share of taxation and 
he states the truth, although we believe 
he overdoes it. when he says that wealth 
is escaping its just share of taxes. 
.Mr. 


LaFollettc is right when he attacks the 
special benefits conferred by the recent 
tariff legislation, by railroad legislation, 
and by other operations of the govern- 
ment. He is right in many of his criti- 
cisms of the courts. 


It is not that the people are down- 


trodden or that our standards of life are 
unsatisfactory 
and arc not improving. 


It is a question of men getting the honest 
reward and fruits of their endeavors. 
It 


is a question of a square deal for every- 
one and special favors to none. 
"When 


the congress of the United States is dom- 
inated by reactionaries like Mr. Lodge in 
the senate and Mr. Fordnoy in the house, 
it cannot be said that the people are get- 
ting a square deal. When we have jus- 
tice administered by men of tho type and 
capacity of Harry Daugherty we know 
that it is not 
administered evenly and 


adequately. 


When tho war was over we had mo- 


mentarily been lifted to a high plane of 
sen-ice, of moral exaltation, of brotherly 
cooperation. 
Things -were done by this 


nation that could have been done only in 
this 
emotional, 
spiritual 
and unself- 


ish state. But the war had not been over 
long before selfishness, rivalry, greed and 
exploration commenced to rea-sserf them- 
selves. 
They succeeded in misrepresent- 


ing themselves to the people. They did 
this in the peace conference at Paris, in 
the in IS election in England, and in the 
10;jO election in tho United States. 
The 


liberal thought of the world had anticipat- 
ed great reforms, great changes, the su- 
premacy of human over material rights, 
self-determination for small and weak na- 
tions and the restoration of government- 
everywhere into the hands of the people. 
Nono of these expectations was wholly 
fulfilled and in some instances they were 
confounded altogether. 


This liberal wave swept to the United 


States along with all other countries. It 
is still attempting to assert itself, and it 
will continue to do so until it succeeds. 
Of that we may be sure. If the old par- 
ties fail to refuse to measure up to the 
needs and tendencies of the times, if they 
fail to meet the expectation of the people, 
they will be replaced by new parties. Bloc 
government is neither satisfactory nor do- 
sirable. Tt seldom legislates for the good of 
the whole, but rather for its own special 
purposes. 
Wf shall have a great deal of 


bloc government for the present, but. ul- 
timately vre shall stick to party govern- 
ment, and it. is only a question of time, 
we think, and probably a short time at 
that, •whenj.he two major parties will be 
the conservatives and the liberals. 


The meetings at Washington of the 


progressives is the preliminary symptom 
of this transition. 
It will ho, better to 


control it rationally than to resist it. and 
this can only be don^ by meeting it half 
way and honestly remedying the ills and 
discriminations of which it complains.

Paris—Discussing America's 
posi 


Uon toward liquor on shipboard the 
FIGARO says: 


"The 
United 
States 
government 


recently decided that every Ameri 
can vessel whether belonging to a 
private person 
or to the 
Shinning 


Board may no longer carry drinks 
with more than five per cent alcohol, 
thus prohibiting all liquors, wine and 
beer, no matter what 
part of 
the 


world the ship is in. 


"Besides this all foreign ships ar- 


riving at American 
ports are 
sub- 


ject to the same prohibition. Until 
now they were only obliged to close 
and seal their 
provisions of 
drink 


as long as they were within the limit 
of American territorial waters, that 
is to say, within three miles of the 
coast. 


"We have nothing to say about de- 


cisions made with 
regard to ships 


sailing under tho American flag. But 
with regard to foreign ships it is 
quite another matter, because even 
f the United States maintains that 
all ships within American territorial 
vatersj are .subject to American law,

pareeto, according to Postmaster Wil 
liam H. Zuehlke.

Urga number of parcel post patrons 
are not aware that 
parcel 
post 


packages when properly packed and 
otherwise conforming with the postal 
requirements can be insured against 
loss, damage and rifling in an amount 
equivalent to its actual i/alue up to 
$i for a fee of 3 cents, $25 for a 
cents, "$50 for 10 cents, or $100 for 
25 cents, in addition to tho oostage. 


The. Christmas rush increases the 


risk in delivery of parcel post. But 
whether packages are insured or not, 
it is required that they be legibly and 
correctly addressed and bear 
the 


name of the sender, as well as the 
complete address of the addressee. 


Jratter indefinitely addressed will 


not be accepted for insurance. All 
parcels must be securely wrapped and 
packed to 
withstand 
transmission 


without breaking or injuring mail 


bags, their contents, or persons hand- 
ling them. Parcels known to be im- 
properly packed or- wrapped, whether 
insured or not, must not be accepted, 
tho postmaster says. 


Many 
patrons, 
when 
presenting 


parcels for mailing, on being asked 
by the clerk accepting them regard- 
in? tho contents and packing some- 
times think it a matter of curiosity 
on the part of the clerk. He(is doing 
this solely for the sender's benefit. 
This information is necessary 
for 


insured parcels, as a record is kept 
indicating the nature, if perishable 
or fragile, as well as the contents. 


Parcels should never be sent by 


using mailing tag alone, declares Mr. 
Zuehlke. When this is found neces- 
sary, the sender should enclose in- 
side the parcel his return address as 
well as the address of the addressee
